Gaining one of the highest distinc¬ 
tions in target rifle marksmanship in 
Canada, seven Alberta rifle shootei-s 
recently won the .coveted Dominion 
.Maik.smen expert shield award, it was 
announced this week from the head¬ 
quarters of the Dominion Marksmen 
organization in* Montreal. 

To win this prize is- no easy job un¬ 
der the best of circum.stances, yet the 
.Alberta riflemen all posted scores well 
above .'>9(t0 out of the possible 6000 
points. One of the shooters, Harold 
Ki King of the Vulcan Rifle Club, post¬ 
er! the praiseworthy score of 6(MH) out 
of 6000, one of the very rare perfect 
score ever turned in by a competitot 
shooting for the expert shield award. 
Only a small number of expert rifle 
shooters in Canada have ever accom¬ 
plished the feat of scoring the requir¬ 
ed number of poants to attain this 
honor, which is held by less than 200 
out of the .30(()00 registered membeis 
of the nation-wide shooting organiza¬ 
tion. 


According to the annual report of 
the Foothills Health district, covering 
1939, an outstanding feature is the low- 
rate of infant mortality. This was 
16.1 per lOOO live births. There were 
5 infant deaths in the unit (that is 
deaths under one year) and 4 of these 
died under one month. This rate is 
probably close to the minimujn that 
any' health department can hope to 
reach, and the sudden drop from 31.1 
in 1938 to 16.1 per 1000 in 19:!9 is so 
great as to indicate various contiibut- 
ing factors which might be lacking 
another year. New Zealand which is 
always quoted as one of the most ad¬ 
vanced countries in this field of life 
conservation, has'a fairly steady av¬ 
erage of-31 infant deaths per lonO. 
The most recent date shows Canada .at 
63; U.S.A. 51; Ajberta 51, and the 
P'oothills district over the last 5 year 
year’s average 26. Three liiver.s, 
Quebec, has a 5-year average in infant 
deaths of 200 per 1000. In lo.'to the 
year before the Health district was 
established the infant mortality rate 
was 62.5, and there has been a grad¬ 
ual saving of infants since that time 
to the present exceptional figure of 
16.1. Only one infant died of diahorr- 
hea, which used to be a very common

This amazing advance is evidenced by 
statistics released by the national 
health de(iartment( In 1926 the death 
rate was 101 per 1,000 during the first 
year, while in 1938 the figure was cut 
to 63 per 1,000, “Interpreted in round 
figures,” said Dr. Ernest Omture, di¬ 
rector of maternal and child hygiene, 
“it shows that each year, Iwe have 
saved 13,000 lives.” 


birtlrs have increased 34%' over 1938, 
mortality is down 48G. There were 
:!17 births in the district in 1939 com- 
|)ared with 236 in 1938. This is an in¬ 
teresting development as the in¬ 
crease in populatioj^ was otherwise 
yery slight. There were only six still¬ 
births compared with 11 in 1938. 

•Maternal Mortality 

Two maternal deaths occurred in 
the past year, and in the two years 
previous there, w-ere no maternal 
deaths. During the past ten years in 
this health district, there have been 
2,155 births,-and 8 maternal deaths, 
which gives a maternal moilality of 
3.27 per 1(M)0. The five-year average 
in Alberta is 4.5 and in Canada is 5.1. 

. Auto Accidents 

Deatlis from auto accidents in this 
rural district reflect the rising tide of 
tragedies. In 1939, there were 1 
deaths, double any previous year. 
This does not include suffering and 
.injuries on which there is ho data. 
.Most accidents are due to carelessness 
and the Health district is co-operating 
with local high schools in planning an 
educational campaign about careful 
drivmg. „ f

Sixteen Farmers In 
New Legislature 


Officials administering the Prairie 
Farm -Assistance 'Act (federal) have 
announced that new acreage being 
brought intb production this season, 
after being idle several years, will not 
be eligible for the acreage bonuses un¬ 
der the act in case of crop failure. 

This applies particularly to caser 
where the farmer has rented addi¬ 
tional land to put into crop. 

The explanation is that the purpose 
of the legislation is to keep farms op¬ 
erating, not to break up new land at a 
time when it is not necessary. 

1'he P.^j’.A.A. in emergency or crop 
failure years provides acreage bon¬ 
uses on a sliding scale when produc¬ 
tion falls below 12 bushels an acre.

The announcement of the first ap¬ 
plication for incorporatron of a .unit 
under the Alberta Building Associa¬ 
tion Act lias been made by W. D. King 
deputy minister pf trade and industry 
and chairman of the board in charge 
of the Act. 

The Act stipulates that three oi 
more persons resident in Alberta can 
form an association for building hous¬ 
es “having a value including land not 
in excess of $3,600.’’

The Dominion Housing Act con¬ 
tinues to function actively in all prov¬ 
inces except Alberta. Up to January 
194U, there were 14,180 new homes 
built in Canada, and loans totalling 
$50,178,365 were made. Ontario led 
the field, with 7,40S homes built at 
cost of $25,327,000. British Columbia 
has built 2,017 new home units. 

After January 1940, no loans were I 
to be advanced exceeding $4,000 or to 
finance duplex or apartment houses. 
After that date, loans were to be 
made purely for single family units 
in the medium ^nd lower price range. 

There are many points in Alberta 
where these long-term loans at low in- 
ter^t would be acceptable, but the 
Dominion Housing Act is not open to 
this' province. Finance companies un- 
cert^n of Alberta’s‘attitude in pay¬ 
ment of debt, will not agree to invest¬ 
ment in this province.

Converting Hogs - 
To Wiltshire Bacon 

200 Pound Live Hog; Will 
Yield 115 Ibo. Wiltshire; 
Board Pay $17.70 per 100 
Wiltahire 

(From Farm and Ranch Review) 

To enable the public to understand 
the relationshiup between hog prices 
and export bacon prices being paid by 
the Bacon Board, the following infor¬ 
mation is provided. 

It is important to understand that 
there are four distinct weights which 
must be taken into consideration: Live 
hog weights; hot dressed carcass 
weights; cold dre8.sed carcass weights; 
Wiltshire weights. 

A 200-lb. live hog at the packing 
plant dressing 75 per cent will yield 
150 lb. of hot dressed carcass. 

The average shrink of 3V4 per cent 
will reduce the carcass, at cold weight 
to 144.75 lb. 

Cut and trimmed into Wiltshire 
sides the,cold weight will yield 116 lb. 
of Wiltshire. , 

This statement shows that when the 
Bacon Board is paying for Wiltshire 
sides at seaboard, they are not pgying 
on the basis of a live hog of 200 lb., 
nor on the basis of a dfessed carcass 
weight of 150 Ih., but on the basis of 
115 lb. of Wiltshire sides. 

At present the Board is paying 
$17.70 per KM) U>. of A1 grade size¬ 
able Wiltshires, delivered at seaboard. 
Therefore, the Board is paying for 115 
lb. of VViltshires, the product of a 200 
lb. hog;’ $17.70 x 116—$20.36. 

In addition to the $20.36 received by 
the packer for 116 lb. of-Wiltshire, he 
has by-products for sale or manufac¬ 
ture into other products which have'a 
value of about $1.60., Therefore the 
total gross return is $20.35 plus $1.60 
—$21.96.

This is the breakdown of the live 
hog of 200 lbs.—hot dressed carcass, 
1.50 pounds; heart and liver 3.6 lbs.;

bank, trust company, loan company, stockbroker, investment dealer or 
other similar depository. 

The Order does not require the sale of any foreign securities. 

The Order does not affect any foreign currency, deposit or securities 
of any non-resident of Canada and for greater certainty the Order ex¬ 
pressly declares that a non-resident visiting Canada for business or pleas- 
ure for a period or periods not exceeding six months in the year continues 
be a non-resident for the purposes of the Order unless such person
